Judge Walter E. Ormond, one of the 
best known lawyers in Atianta, and a) 
justice of the peace, met his death Tues-| 
day night by falling from the steamer 
Kansas City, en route from Savannah to 
New York. 

The accident happened during the night, 
while Judge Ormond was sleeping on the! 
deck of the ship because of the warmth) 
of tthe weather, and it was not known | 
that he had falien overboard until Wed. 
nesday morning,. when he was missed. | 

It is believed he was thrown from the 
vessel by a sudden lurch. His body was 
not recovered. 

The officers of the Kansas City believe 
that Judge Ormond fell from the vessel | 
when somewhere near Cape Hatteras, oft | 
the coast of North Carolina. He was 
seen sieeping on the deck when about 40) 
mile off the cape, and a short while 
afterwards he was not there. At the) 
time it was thought he had retired to his 
berth below. 

The news of the drowning of Judge 
Ormond did not reach Atlan‘a until a te}- 
egram by the Associated Press came 
from New York yesterday morning. That 
telegram was as follows: | 


The News From New York. 

“New York, July !9.—That Walter Or- 
minond, a lawyer of Atlanta, Ga., fell over- 
board and was drowned from the, steamer 
Kansas City, while en route from Savan- 
nah, Ga., to this city, became known to- 
day when the steamer arrived. ‘lhe 
drowning happened while the Kansas 
City was coming up the coast. 

‘Mr. Ormond was on his way to New 
york in company with Harvey Hill, Mr.

“Editor Constitution: In North Carolina disfranchise- 
ment became a necessity, though observation of events now 
show that in the end the educational qualification may prove 
a bad thing. But with us it was a choice between a greater 
and a lesser evil. Our hope for the future lies in the fact that 
the negroes, as a race, are incapable of receiving very much 
cducation, and in the hope of always securing the right kind 
of registrars in the voting precincts.

“I merely mention these things about the conditions in 
North Carolina in order to lead up to the statement of my 
coinion of affairs in Georgia, and that is that you do not need 
the disfranchisement amendment.
